Hasn’t ‘ex-Senator JoHN’, GODFREY 
Saxe put-his figures rather high? If 
the abandoned canal Jands, those por- 
tions of the old canal right of way 
abandoned when the new barge canal 
route was laid out, aré really worth 
what Mr. Saxe says-they are: worth, 
then’ he -has discovered a veritable 
gold mine, and’ the taxpayers, will be 
happy..

A 
committee of the Rochester Chamber 
of Commerce reported in thé year 1900 
that the canal right of way through 
that city was worth an average of 
$20,000 ‘an acre. ‘The old canal ran 
through the .heart of Syracuse; that 
part of the &bandoned route is very 
valuable. Whether the abandoned lands 
are worth $6,000,000 or $600,000,000 
they should be sold for the benefit of 
the State and of the taxpayers, not 
given away. Mr. Saxe is right about 
that. -But we fear he has been too 
optimistic about the value of the aban- 
doned banks and bed of the old canal.

ECONOMY AND COMMON: SENSE. 

The seemingly formidable move- 
ment in the State Senate to. compel 
the New York City authorities to sus- 
pend all operations on projected im- 
provements, such. as the Brooklyn

‘The.Council+ of: Appointment, 
which, exercised practically all appoint- 
ing power throughout the State, was 
Unable. to. ve.the Judges of the 
upper courts, forthe Constitution de- 
clared that they should hold office dur- 
ing good behavior or until the age of. 60 
years,. The Surrogates and the County 
Judges, with the exception of the. first 
Judge, were unfortunately removable by 
the Council, and these officers were con- 
stantly made to feel its powery 
«The odium which the Council. excited 
through many despotic acts led to: its 
abolition. by unanimous .consént in the 
Constitutional- Convention ‘of 1821. The 
Constitution -vested in. the Governor, 
subject: to confirmation by. the Senate, 
appointment : of all Judges except Jus- 
tices of the Peace, 

Until the judiciary article, of the third 
State. Constitution went into effect, on 
July 1, 1847, the judicial system in 
vogue in the State closely resembled 
that:adopted in-England upon the ac- 
‘cession of William of Orange to. the 
throne. The judiciary was appointed by 
the Governor instead of the Crown, gub- 
ject to confirmation .by the Senate, and 
held office’ during good behavior. In 
1868 the age of retirement was fixed at 
70 years. By a constitdtional amend- 
ment in 1826 Justices of the Peace be- 
came elective officérs, This was the first 
breach in the appointive system... The 
Constitutional Convention’ of<1846 made 
the Judges and all the courts elective. 
The relative advantages and disadvan- 
tages of an appointive and lective ju- 
diciary seem never to have been argued 
either upon the floor of the convention 
of 1846 or before’ the people. ‘The Ju- 
diciary Committee of the convention re- 
ported in favor of the elective method, 
but gave no reasons for doing so. There 
were sporadic references to the subject 
in the debates in the convention,* but 
nothing more. In the Constitutional 
Convention held in 1867 Judge Charles P. 
Daly. declared that careful study of the 
debates in the convention of 1846-re- 
vealed the fact that the élective system 
had. been approved by that body almost 
without discussion. Incredible as it may 
seem, this radical and far-reaching 
change was made almost without de- 
bate, : 

The convention of 1846.met at.a period 
in the life, of the nation when most 
sanguine optimism prevailed. regarding 
thé value of popular eléctions.... The 
political millennium seemed to be dawn- 
ing both in. Europe and in. the. United 
States, as.it had seemed to the extrem-; 
ists ih France) to! pe" ‘davgning in ‘1789. 
If there had been evils in government 
the pleasing illusion was indulged that, 





all owed their existence to the failure 
of the people to choose all public ser- 
vants, “The sovereign panacea was 
therefore the election of every official.’ 
Similar logic dictated short terms for. 
all office “holders,. including Judges, as 
the surest method: of keeping them ac- 
countable td ‘the péople. — Accordingly, 
the’ Convention of 1846, besides. provid- 
fixed 
their'terms at eight yeats. Impeach- 
ment as a remedy for misconduct in 
office was retained and the method of 
removal by. the Legislature, first 
adopted in 1821, was continued in force 
~—the only change being that a vote of 
two-thirds of the members elected to 
each house was made necessary before 
a Judge could be deposed. 
The Convention of 1846 got rid of the, 
‘"latke and unwieldy Court of Errors and 
Appeals by creating a Court of Appeals 
to consist of eight Judges, four to be 
elected’ by a State-wide vote, the re- 
maining four ‘to be selected from among 
the. Justices of the Supreme Court 
having the shortest time to\serve.. The 
expectation ‘was that the highest court 
would thus be. recruited with the ripest 
talent and experience of the court’ be- 
low. Instead a tribunal was created 
that had less. stability even than Wes» 
leyism ‘gives to its clergy, for during 
the twenty-three years of its existence 
this constitutional provisjon brought’ at 
least one hundred separate Justices into 
the court of: last resort.
